Harrisii  makes  a beautiful  plant  when 
grown  in  large  specimens,  but  is  not  so  desirable  in  small  plants;  whereas  “Teddy,  Jr.”  makes  a very 
beautiful  compact  plant  even  in  as  small  as  a 4-inch  pot  It  makes  an  ideal  plant  in  6-inch  and  8-inch  pots.

NEPHROLEPIS  ELEGANTISSIMA  COMPACTA 

This  dwarf,  compact  form  of  elegantissima,  introduced  by  us  in  1909,  bears  the  same  relation 
to  that  variety  that  Scottii  does  to  Bostoniensis.  The  fronds  are  considerably  shorter  than  those  of 
elegantissima,  and  it  throws  a great  many  more  crowns,  making  it  a very  bushy,  compact,  sym- 
metrical plant.  It  has  an  ideal  habit,  and  occupies  a place  by  itself,  being  as  distinct  from  elegantis- 
sima as  that  variety  is  from  the  original  Piersom.  WTiile  it  occasionally  throws  a few  Boston  fronds 
when  growth  is  checked,  its  dwarf,  compact  habit  makes  it  particularly  desirable.  It  is  especially 
valuable  for  growing  in  small-sized  pots,  making  particularly  perfect  specimens  even  in  a 4-inch  pot.
